APPLICABLE STATUTES & RULES 



37 CF.R. § 1.56 - DUTY OF DISCLOSURE; FRAUD; STRIKING OR REJECTION OF APPLICATIONS 

(a) A duty of candor and good faith toward the Patent and Trademark Office rests on the 
inventor, on each attorney or agent who prepares or prosecutes the application and on every other 
individual who is substantively involved in the preparation or prosecution of the application and who 
is associated with the inventor, with the assignee or with anyone to whom there is an obligation to 
assign the application. All such individuals have a duty to disclose to the Office information they are 
aware of which is material to the examination of the application. Such information is material where 
there is a substantial likelihood that a reasonable examiner would consider it important in deciding 
whether to allow the application to issue as a patent. The duty is commensurate with the degree of 
involvement in the preparation or prosecution of the application. 

Information relating to the following factual situations enumerated in 35 U.S.C. § 102 and § 103 should be 
considered material under 37 CF.R. § 1.56(a): 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) The invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for 
patent, or 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of the application for 
patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the invention, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date 
of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate filed 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) 
of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or 
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(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented, or 

(g) before the applicant's invention thereof the invention was made in this country by another 
who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of invention there shall 
be considered not only the respective dates of conception and reduction to practice of the invention, 
but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a 
time prior to conception by the other. 

35 U.S.C. § 103 - CONDITIONS FOR PATENTABILITY; NON-OBVIOUS SUBJECT MATTER 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was 
made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 
not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

35 U.S.C. § 119 - BENEFIT OF EARLIER FILING DATE IN FOREIGN COUNTRY; RIGHT OF PRIORITY 
(Applicable Portion) 

An application for patent for an invention filed in this country by any person who has, or whose legal 
representatives or assigns have, previously regularly filed an application for a patent for the same invention 
in a foreign country which affords similar privileges shall have the same effect as the same application 
would have if filed in this country on the date on which the application for patent for the same invention was 
first filed in such foreign country, if the application in this country is filed within twelve months from the 
earliest date on which such foreign application was filed; but no patent shall be granted on any application 
for patent for an invention which has been patented or described in a printed publication in any country 
more than one year before the date of the actual filing of the application in this country, or which had been in 
public use or on sale in this country more than one year prior to such filing. 

35 U.S.C. § 120 - BENEFIT OF EARLIER FILING DATE IN THE UNITED STATES 

An application for patent for an invention disclosed in the manner provided by the first paragraph of 
section 112 of this title in an application previously filed in the United States, or as provided by section 363 of 
this title, by the same invention shall have the same effect, as to such invention, as though filed on the date of 
the prior application, if filed before the patenting or abandonment of or termination of proceedings on the 
first application or on an application similarly entitled to the benefit of the filing date of the first application 
and if it contains or is amended to contain a specific reference to the earlier filed application, 

35 U.S.C. § 365 - RIGHT OF PRIORITY; BENEFIT OF THE FILING DATE OF A PRIOR APPLICATION 



(a) In accordance with the conditions and requirements of subsections (a) through (d) of section 119 of 
this title, a national application shall be entitled to the right of priority based on a prior filed international 
application which designated at least one country other than the United States. 

(b) In accordance with the conditions and requirements of section 119(a) of this title and the treaty and 
the Regulations, an international application designating the United States shall be entitled to the right of 
priority based on a prior foreign application, or a prior international application designating at least one 
country other than the United States. 

(c) In accordance with the conditions and requirements of section 120 of this title, an international 
application designating the United States shall be entitled to the benefit of the filing date of a prior national 
application or a prior international application designating the United States, and a national application shall 
be entitled to the benefit of the filing date of a prior international application designating the United States. If 
any claim for the benefit of an earlier filing date is based on a prior international application which 
designated but did not originate in the United States, the Director may require the filing in the Patent and 
Trademark Office of a certified copy of such application together with a translation thereof into the English 
language, if it was filed in another language. 

35 U.S.C. § 112 - SPECIFICATION (Applicable Portion) 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make use the same, and shall set forth the best 
mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.
